Cambodia. 


The U. S. Command in Saigon 


has sent a message to all subor- 
dinate commands and province 
and district advisers ordering 
them to make no comments on 
the Cambodian situation. 


The Cambodian leaders who 


deposed Prince Norodom Sihan- 
ouk last month officially asked 
the United States this week for 
arms. The State Department 
said Thursday the request is 
"being examined." Officials in 
Washington said no U.S. combat 
forces were asked for. 


The Nixon administration was 


reported in a dilemma, caught 
between powerful congressional 
critics demanding that the U.S. 
withdrawal from Southeast Asia 
continue and advisers contend- 
ing that the Communists will 
take over Cambodia unless the 
new regime headed by PremJer 
Lon Nol gets outside aid.

Q—What is the difference 


between a proctoscope of the 
rectum and a rectal barium 
examination? Which is bet- 
ter? 
A—A proctoscope is a metal 
tube containing a light. When 
it is passed into the rectum, 
it e n a b l e s your doctor to 
examine the rectal wall for 
ulcers, polyps, tumors and 
bleeding points. A barium 
enema is given in an X-ray 
room. It enables the X-ray 
specialist to see the outlines 
of the e n t i r e colon which 
would not show up without 
the radiopaque barium. This 
is helpful in finding a partial 
o b s t r u c t i o n or other ab- 
normal configuration. Both 
examinations have their own 
merits and many patients 
have both as a part of a 
diagnostic workup. 


Q—Is proctitls a form of 


cancer? What treatment do 
you recommend? 


A—This Is an inflammation 


of the rectum due to an in- 
fection. It is not a form of 
cancer. The treatment would 
depend on the c a u s a t i v e 
organism. Usually one of the 
antibiotics is prescribed. 


Q—My mother died with

The suit alleges "that the 


merger would be the final step 
of a concerted plan by the NBA 
to bind the players involuntarily 
to one team for their entire 
playing careers. 


Lawrence Fleisher, the law- 


yer for the players' association, 
said the suit is not a direct at- 
tack on the reserve clause but 
seeks only to maintain the sta- 
tus quo of having two rival bas- 
ketball leagues. 


The negotiating committees of

two leagues 
last week 


agreed 
tentatively to merge 


with the ABA forced to pay an 
$ll-million indemnity to the old- 
er NBA. 


Fleisher said all of the 165

Welfare Bill 
Is Handed

Entire Side

(AP) — Apollo 13's astronauts 
streaking for the safety of their 
home planet, kicked loose their 
ailing spaceship's service mod- 
ule today and reported "there's 
one whole side of that space- 
craft missing. . .It'samess." 


The damage was the result of 


the oxygen tank rupture that 
aborted the moon-landing mis- 
sion Monday night and forced 
the astronauts to fight for sur- 
vival with the resources of their 
lunar lander. 


The separation of the service 


module came at the end of an 
hour of furious activity in which 
James A. Lovell Jr., Fred W. 
Haise Jr. and John L. Swigert 
Jr. turned on the electrical pow- 
er in the command ship and 
fired a control jet to aim for an 
afternoon landing in the Pacific 
Ocean. 


The service module damage 


would present no problem to the 
astronauts' return to earth. 


Following the separation, Lov- 


ell said one whole panel, 22 
feet long, and part of the engine 
bell were missing. 
" Looks like a lot of debris is 


just hanging off the side," Lov- 
ell said. "It's near the S-Band 
antenna.",

most of the long-life oxygen and

The explosion Monday night 


rendered the command vehicle 
useless until today when power 
was restored withbatteries:

The spacemen used a tricky 


"push-pull" technique to sep- 
arate the service module.

Lovell quickly re- 


versed the lunar craft to back 
away so there would be no colli- 
sion during re-entry later in the 
day. 


The astronauts photographed 


the damage. The pictures could 
provide possible clues to the 
cause of the rupture. 


Earlier, Swigert slipped into 


the command ship cabin to start 
the batteries and oxygen sys- 
tem. These operate from a sep- 
arate system and are designed 
for use during re-entry. 


Lovell and Haise fired the
